WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—One of 
the most decisive votes against the 
regular Republican tariff program 
as submitted in the Smoot-Hawley 
bill occurred this.afternoon when the 
Senate, by “60 to 18, adopted an 
amendment offered by Senator Od- 
die, Republican, of Nevada to put 
a duty on imports of manganese ore, 
despite the Finance Committee’s in- 
sistence that it be placed on the free 
list. 

A dozen regular Republicans joined 
the Democratic-Progressive coalition 
in voting for the Oddie rate of 1 
cent a pound on ore containing 10 
per cent and more of metallic man- 
ganése. Under existing law’ there is 
a one-cent duty on ore containing 30 
per cént metalic manganese or over, 
and this levy was retained in the 
House bill. 

Adoption of the Oddie,plan followed 
a long and acrid controversy over 
the Finanee Committee’s action in 
voting to admit ~@ll manganese ore 
free. Last Summer the elev Fi- 
nance Committee Republicans first 
voted 7 to 4 for a duty ahd then 
reversed themséivés to vote 6 to 5 
to admit the metal free.

‘Steel Trust’? Under Fire. 

The coalition has steadily attacked 
the free admission of manganese as 
having been demanded’ by the’ ‘‘steel 
trust.” Senator: Ashurst, Democrat,, 
of Arizona read on the floor an ac- 
count to the effect that, before the 
Finance Committee Republicans 
changed their vote, the United 
States Steel Corporation had closed 
contracts with the Soviet Govern- 
nient for 80,000 to 150,000 tons of 
ore annually, at a saving of from 
$2,000,000 to $4,000,000 a year. 

Strong pressure for a duty against 
Russian and other foreign manga- 
nese was exerted by domestic pro- 
ducers in many States. Steel inter- 
ests opposed the duty on the ground 
that the home-produced manganese 
was not high-grade and was limited 
in supply. 

Senators.Smoot, Keyes, Phipps and 
Shortridge voted for the manganese 
duty and all of the coalitionists ex- 
cépt two, Senators Barkley of Ken- 
tucky and Walsh of Massachusetts, 
Democrats, 

The coalition has objected: to in- 
creasing duties, but in this instance 
many of its members represented 
manganese-producing States and 
voted accordingly. ‘Senators Walsh 


- and Wheeler of Montana, opposed to 


a protective tariff on principle, were 
among those supporting Mr. Oddie. 

After the vote the coalition » went 
ahead cutting down Finance Com- 
mittee rates on various parts of the 
metal schedule, notably on structural 
steel. The combination’s consistent 
progress was a clear demonstration 
of its ability to rewrite the tariff bill 
as it pleases.

AKRON, Ohio, Nov. 7.—A tiny 
golden rivet, not much different in

The visitors are.returning well sat- 
isfied with the results of their voy- 
age, delighted with their reception 
and impressed by the vigor; enter- 
psise and engineering progress they 
have seen. The organization _ was 


efficient, the language difficulty well 
handled and the Bously. went 
smoothly and expeditious 

Eight hundred Gisingertng papers 
were read, and ‘although ‘their num- 
ber makes an evaluation of the work 
of the conference impossible at pres- 
ent, it is agreed that this collection 
of papers expounding the latest 
practice in every country and in all 
departments of engineering, reached 
a remarkably high level. 

Sectional discussions, despite the 
pressure of time, were much valu 
by local engineers. Japanese engi- 
neers. attended. in. a proportion of 
four to one and Contribated a num- 
ber of valuable papers. According 
to one of the principal British dele- 
gates, the Japanése were extremely 
self-sacrifi in their attitude to 
visitors, and their Hospitality was su- 
perabundant. 

The sectional meeting of the World 
Power Conference, which was held' 
simultaneously, was. smaller and 
maintained the highest standard 
throughout, and the papers read 
were uniformly valuable. 

The following papers were specially

Thus far the Senate committee 
investigating the lobby has not 
found a single witness willing to 
confess that he is a lobbyist. He 
may be an agent for some interested 
company, he may be an organizer, 
president of an association working

INDIANA POLITICS. 


( While ‘Virginia’ ‘and’ New °York 
City were holding the election spot- 
light, a more important issue than 
any offeréd to voters here was’ be- 
ing -settled-in° Indiana. -Apparently 
—for it still .seems. too. good to be 
true—a section of those Republican 
leaders who some years ago made 
an alliance with. the Ku ‘Klux’ Kian, 
and accordingly brought disgrace 
upon the State, were soundly beaten 
by the voters. The only opportunity 
offered was through the medium of 
city elections. It may yet be that 
@ relapse will come when State of- 
fices are to be filled. But at Indian- 
apolis and many other cities the 
voters systematically kept out of 
power those bosses and candidates 
o “adopted” the Klan when it 
entered Hoosier politics. To achieve 
this salutary result in the metropolis 
the citizens had to elect the first 
Democratic. Mayor since 1913. 

Indianapolis had, after a long 
struggle, changed its form of ad- 
ministration to city management. 
The Republican County Chairman, 
GEORGE V. COFFIN, having failed, 
first to prevent a referendum on 
the subject and then to defeat the 
proposal at the polls, blocked legis- 
lative action, and finally promoted 
a test of constitutionality of the city 
management system in- the State 
Supreme Court. A few weeks ago 
the court decided against the plan, 
and a special election for Mayor 
was necessitated. How the citizens 
of Indianapolis felt about the per- 
sistent effort of the boss to prevent 
them from getting better govern- 
ment-is expressed by the following 
editorial extract from The Indian- 
apolis News of Nov. 4: 

The real issue * * * is Coffin- 
ism * * * Corrin through alliance 
with StePHENSON [the Klan leader, 
now. in prison] gave the people Ep 
Jackson as Governor, Raupu E. 
Upprke as Congressman from the 
Seventh District, JoHN DUVALL as 
Mayor of Indianapolis and a group 
of City Councilmen later removed 
from office, Coffinism resulted in 
the. indictment of Jackson and 
CorrIN on charges of conspiracy, 
based on allegations they conspired.

No Indiana Republican leader or 
Governor but STEPHENSON is in jail 
at the: moment, but .the ‘query of 
The News. whether Indianapolis 
wanted to turn itself over again to 
the machine brought an avalanche 
of negative votes which never came 
even during the open season of in- 
dictments. The backwash of the re- 
form wave in the capital inundated 
the home towns of Mr. WATSON, the 
administration leader in the United 
States Senate, and WiLL H. Hays, 
once National Chairman and Cab- 
inet Minister, From this distance 
the dawning of a more liberal and 
cleaner political day in Indiana is 
indicated. 


MOSCOW MILITANT. 


Approval by the House of Com- 
mons of resumption of diplomatic 
relations’ with Soviet Russia might 
almost haye been timed as a birth- 
day present for the twelfth anni- 
versary of the’ Bolshevist revolu-- 
tion... The occasion finds the Com- 
munist régime imbued with a suffi- 
cient sense of security and power to 
risk the rupture of diplomatic rela- 
tions between ‘the Soviet Govern- 
ment. and: the -Russian:: peasantry. 
Friendly relations between the two 
were proclaimed when LENIN and 
his associates put over their coup 
d'état by. calling upon. the peasants 
to help themselves to the land. Re- 
lations were interrupted during the 
period. of militant Communism, 
1918-21, when the forcible requisi- 
tion of crops drove the peasants to 
violence or passive resistance ona 
scale so formidable that LENIN or- 
dered a retreat. 

With the introduction of the New 
Economic: Policy in 1921, permitting 
private trade, diplomatic relations 
were re-established. Periods of strain 
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would be about a quarter of the 
farm acreage of Russia. Wha’ 

ters, however, is not the ; 
ment of so many government farms, 
but what their yield will be. And | man- 
that depends in turn upon two. fac- 
tors—the, attitude. of the. dislodged 
peasantry. and the efficiency of gov- 
ernment management. It has always 
been within the power of the Soviet 
Government to decree the ‘formal 
abolition of individual operation ‘in’ 
agriculture as in industry. But if 
government management of the land 
shows the. same results as govern- 
ment management in the factories, 
the future is dubious. 

The motto in Soviet Russia today 
seems to be that the only cure for 
Socialism is more Socialism. Much 
is being said of the impressive re- 
sults of the first year of the fivé-year 
industrial plan, but the concrete 
effects are not visible in the stories 
of chronic goods shortage and bread 
shortage in Russia. NIKOLAI Bu- 
KHARIN, until recently. in power at 
the _Kremlin, is. threatened in ‘the 
Izvestiya with ‘Trorsxky’s fate if ‘he 
persists in his skepticism about the 
success of the five-year plan. But 
if its. success were indeed leaping to 
the eye it would hardly be necessary 
to make people acknowledge it by 
force. Far from arguing the suc- 
cess of the ‘industrialization plan, 
this transfer of Communist atten- 
tion to the socialization of the land 
would be one more instance of that 
lack of sustained application .upon 
which foreign observers in Russia 
have commented, Every little while 
there must be a new slogan. Yet 
the far-reaching consequences im- 
plied in the latest slogan of Social- 
ism in the village are, obvious. 


TRANSIT AGAIN, 

“Transit. Board Asks Sweeping 
Changes. to Aid Unification.” ‘With 
the election over, itis fitting that 
officials and the public should again 
give thought to this perennial prob- 
lem, still far from the solution 
promised four years ago. No doubt 
further. attempts .to bring the. In- 
terborough into unification confer- 
ences will have to await the out- 
come of “the pending suit over the 
five-cent fare. The courts, instead 
of. complicating the issue, have 
stripped it to its core: “Is the fare 
“clause in the dual contracts bind- 
“ing, or is it subject to regulation 
“by the Transit Commission? ” 
Both sides have filed their briefs, 
and Justice INGRAHAM’s opinion is 
expected at an early date. Mean- 
while, there is the legislative com- 
mittee: of »inquiry ‘to reckon with, 
and to it the Transit Commission’s 
memorandum is addressed. 

Its suggestions looking to modifi- 
cation of the laws relating to grade- 
crossing elimination, bus franchises, 
and certificates of convenience and 
necessity are ‘the fruit of the com- 
mission’s experience. It supports its 
titular.head, Commissioner. .PREN- 
DERGAST, in his appeal for broader 
supervisory powers over public 
utility holding companies controlling 
utilities operating within the State. 
Its renewed endorsement of the 
Untermyer transit control bills pre- 
sages another effort to persuade the 
Legislature to approve that, meas- 
ure, In many ways the bill repre- 
sents progress toward the unifica- 
tion goal, but it raises: again the old 
issue of the five-cent fare, which 
would be written into the law ‘in 
repudiation’ of existing legislation 
on that subject. In principle this is 
as wrong now as it was when the 
Republicans turned down the propo- 
sition last Winter, but in their pres- 
ent chastened ‘spirit they may. be 
tempted..to grant.the city’s request 
in the hope that they may in this 
way rid themselves of an odious 
responsibility. 

The same political argument can 
be. advanced in favor of the pro- 
posal ‘to transfer from the Transit 
Commission to the Board of Trans- 
portation the administration of the 
dual subway contracts. Governor 
SmitH has long advocated . that 
change inthe name of home rule, 
but it does not come before the com- 
mittee at this time with. the support 
of the Transit Commission. It would 
appear neither equitable nor expedi- 
ent to put the control of a contract 
between two parties in the hands of 
one of them.

THE LATEST DOMINION ENVOY. 


The first Minister Plenipotentiary 
from the Union of South Africa to 
the United States of America was 
formally received on Tuesday by 
President Hoover, who ‘expressed the 
hope that in the near future the 
United States would. establish a 
legation in that Dominion. In 
presenting his credentials Minister 
Louw ‘described himself as being 
accredited by his Majesty King 
GEORGE V as “his Envoy Extraordi- 
“nary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
“for the Union of. South A(rica.” 
Strictly speaking, therefore, he rep- 
resents .the Crown rather than the 
Government of South Africa, though 
he is designated by it as its official 
representative in Washington. — 

In this way is the position of the 
Crown as the bond of union between 
the different parts of the British 
Empire still further. emphasized. |‘ 
When first the proposal was made 
that. the. Dominions appoint their 
own. diplomatic representatives it 


‘was feared that, aside from the com- 


plications which would thus be intro- 
duced in the conduct of imperial 
foreign policy, it would be a further 
severing of the ties between the 
Dominions and the Home Govern- 
ment, But those who advocated the 
plan pointed out—and rightly—that 
the. .Crown..would. become.the cen- 
tralizing factor which would at the 
same time insure the perpetuation 
of the Union and- yet permit the 
greatest freedom of individual action 
for the several Dominions. 

Australia—-especially while Mr. 
W. M. HUGHES was in power—was 
not as enthusiastic about the. ap- 
pointment of separate envoys as 
were Canada, the Irish Free State 
and South Africa. This is one of 
the: reasons why no Minister Pleni- 
potentiary has yet been named from 
that country. Yet there has been 
discussion in Australia as to her 
relation to the foreign policy of the 
United Kingdom. This was. most 
prominent during the years imme- 
diately following the war. In the 
event that Great Britain was drawn 
into another war, the question was 
asked, What would be the obligation 
of the Dominions? Conflicting an- 
swers were given in South Africa 
as ‘well asin’ Canada. ‘The -Cana- 
dian Prime. Minister: in. 1921, ..Mr. 
MEIGHAN, laid down a principle at 
the Imperial Conference that. year 
which Mr. HUGHES of Australia at- 
tacked: that in shaping imperial 
foreign policy the view of the 
Dominion most concerned with a 
particular subject should be given 
special weight. 

Since that time Canada’s appoint- 
ment of ‘a’ Minister to ‘Washington, 
followed by the Irish Freé State’s 
designation of ‘an ‘envoy, has re- 
sulted. in the special questions of 
these Dominions receiving particular 
attention at the hands of their own 
representatives. So far there are no 
indications that this has impaired 
imperial unity, _Everything points 
the other way. As the Dominions 
have achieved this last measure of 
independence their attachment ‘to 
the Crown. has. increased, His|,

dergast, chairman of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission? 

The editorial was, of course, clear 
that the ohject was to bring about a 
stable rate base which would be def- 
inite of amount; which would not 
vary upward. or . downward .-with 
changes in prices or cost of construc- 
tion, and which would be shown con- 
stantly by the accounts. - The desira- 
bility of such a rate base was ac- 
cepted by Mr. Prendergast as pro- 
posed. The question, however, re- 
mained as to how and upon what 
basis such valuations should be estab- 
lished. I suggested that a  compre- 
hensive plan of dealing with the situ- 
ation should’ be established by the 
Legislature, while Mr. Prendergast 
would prefer to have the matter ad- 
justed by agreement between the 
companies and the commission. 

With respect to the general basis 
of valuation, you stated that “it is 
particularly significant that Dr. 
Bauer should accept reproduction 
cost less depreciation as the basis of 
valuation.” The remaining article 
might leave the impression that I 
favored in general the reproduction 
cost less depreciation rate base. It 
is because of my objection to this 
basis—because of its difficulties of 
administration. and financial un- 
soundness—that I made the particu- 
lar. proposal. My suggestion is that, 
with respect to existing properties as 
of a given date, reproduction cost 
less depreciation might be used, with 
such further adjustments as may be 
reasonable or necessary in fairness 
to both the public and the companies. 
This amount, however, under my 
proposal. would, in any instance, be 
taken on the books of the company 
and would not be further modified, 
whatever changes in price levels or 
reproduction cost might take place, 
either upward or downward. Then 
to this initial sum there would be 
added only the actual additional in- 
vestment in properties as made 
under the commission's jurisdiction. 
Both amounts would be regularly 
maintained through charges to oper- 
ating expenses for maintenance and 
depreciation. Both sumis_ together 
would be definite, non-fluctuating 
and subject to accounting control. 

Reproduction cost would thus be 
applied only at the one point of 
initial valuation of the existing prop- 
erties.. The sums. thus. established 
would be taken as the costs. of-the 
particular time; but thereafter only 
actual additional costs would be 
added with respect to future con- 
struction, and reproduction cost 
would be followed no further with 
respect to any of the property ele- 
ments. 

I have written merely for the pur- 
pose of making clear the limits to 
which reproduction cost would be 
followed, but. without the purpose of 
arguing the merits of the proposal 
as against any other plan that may 
be presented before the revision com- 
mission, © JOHN BAUER;

Each 
inmate knew that infractions of the 
rules and regulations; improper con- 
duct and behavior, ‘failure to’ adjust | | 
himself with the work scheduled | 
would result in loss of a part of his 
compensation time, which would de- 
lay the date. of his discharge... All 
inmates are anxiously looking for- 
ward to the date when they can be 
restored to free.social units and they 
would hesitate to become involved in 
any difficulty. which might mean 
serving a longer period.” 

Publicity is what a condition of 
this kind neéds.
